Though-nét acquainted with the 
porticulars of his report, we simply know 
that Mr Mesney did not write in a very re- 
commending way, sither for the ‘foroign 
gentleman eniployed here or for the, Chinese 
concerned. 4 a 

We therefore humbly beg space for those 
‘lines in your. valued. paper, so ns. to give 
your readers a correct’ idea about the real: 
state of the above industrial undertaking. . 

Wo take .it.ns a well-known fact that 
Chinese wools ‘cannot be compared either 
‘with. Capa and Australian wools, nor with 
those of our own country, as far as finonéss 
goes. “In consequence, it“can scarcely be 
expected ‘that our goods should reach in 
quality the foreign imports. 

The last- machinery, completing the entira 
transport of about’ 4,000. cases, arrived here 
in ay 1880, and working ‘be on the 
16th of September. ‘Thus tho whole fitting- 
wp was accomplished within five -montha, 
which cannot te reckoned too long, con- 
sidering that many piecea were broken, and 
nearly all more or less damaged by rain and 
frost while on tho road. : 

Five German. ciaftsmien ‘with one head- 
‘man. were selected 10 introduce this branch 
of industry into China; the last of whom 
has-since retumed honie, his contract ‘hav- 
ing expired: ae 

Tho machinery is moved by two steam- 
engines of 24 and 32 horso-power respective- 
y. _ In the’ spinning department there are 
three ‘sclf-actors (of 360 spindles ‘each), 
three nssortmonts..of carding engines, &c. 
Weaving is cattied on by twenty looms, not 
to speak of less important machines.. 

“The ‘western compound is occupied by 
wool and. cloth woshing, filling, teasing, 
dryin , and shearing, .as well os by dyeing, 
endering, and lustring machinery. ; 

When Mesney arrived at this city, on 
the 10th of Fobruary, on his: way to the 
North-west, he found the manufactory. 
going, but not’ producing ‘the atipulated 
number .of. cloths, owing: to. temporary 
shortness. of: water, By digging another 
well. of considerable depth this deficiency 
has been overconie, and since that time

produces eight pieces o} 
60’ Chinese in length aud 6" Chinese in 
breadth.)
